A cook school has opened in 
Chinatown to train qualified Chi- 
nese _ community members to Pre-

The _ American Cook _ Training 
Program (ACT) in the Salvation 
Army building at 2 Waverly Place 
is a 24-week course open to Chi- 
nese，、 Unemployed or underem- 
ployed male heads of households 
who have some Previous experi- 
ence in kitchen work and a rudi- 
mentary knowledgeofEnglish.

U.S. COURT VOIDs 
ADOPTION LAW 


NEW ORLEANS 一 Three U.9. 
District Court judges ,have ruled 
against the state of Louisiana and 
declared ”unconstitutional that 
state's adoption law which pro- 
hibits couples from adopting a 
child of .a different race， TIhe 
judges felt that the advantages of 
family life outweigh the disadvan- 
tages presented by interracial fam- 
jlies in Louisiana. 

The judicial panel also stated， 
on March 25，that the law Provi- 
sion reading,“A single person Over 
the age of 21 years or a married 
couple jointly. may adopt a child 
of his or their race,” violated the 
Constitution in that itmade it im- 
possible for interracial couples to 
adopt children.

Busboys balk 
at |ow pay 


A dozen Pickets marched with 
“95 cents per hour is too low” 
signs in front of the Nam Yuen 
restaurant on Washington Street 
Sunday night， 

Six busboys staged a walkout 
after management failed to meet 
their demands on an increase im 
Wage: 

According to the busboys，the 
employer has already hired new 
busboys to replace :those who 
walked out. 

A busboy who asked that he not 
be identified said that the restau- 
rant hires seven part-time busboys， 
paying them $40 every two weeKs 
for eight 4%-hour shifts, but they 
actually work nine or ten shifts. 

The busboys demanded that 
wages be computed on a daily 
basis and that wages be raised 
from $5 to $5.50 per half-day, an 
increase of 50 cents Per 4 区 hours 
of work. 

Management denied the 95 cents 
per hour charge.“It's justnot So， 
said Donald Lai，a spokesman for 
the restaurant. 

According to Lai，the busboys 
are paid $1.70 per hour. They afe 
paid $80 per month for 72 hours 
work, plus $20 for meals, Plus tips 
which average $3 per day- 

A press conference was held 
earlier today at which manage- 
ment allowed the busboys to be 
Present.

The San Francisco Board of 
Education ended all resolutions 
attempting to integrate secondary 
schools by busing last Thursday 
when it voted 4 to 3 against inte- 
grating the seventh grade: 

A plan proposed earlier ip the 
meeting by Superintendent Thom- 
as A. Shaheen to integrate all 
junior high grades was thwarted 
when no board member recom- 
Imended the plan for a vote. 

By Saturday，the NAACP was 
Planning a legal challenge to the 
board's decision. Benjamin Cris- 
well，Ppresident of the NAACP,、 
said that four attorneys he con- 
sulted agreed that there are legal 
grounds for enforcing junior high 
integration. 

But any legal initiative would be 


brought before courts who have 


been asked by President Nixon to 
hold a moratorium on court orders 
for busing. 

The decidqing vote was cast by 
board Ppresident Dr.。 Davidqd San- 
chez，who ordinarily_ supports in- 
tegration. Just prior to the vote， 
he said the plan，which was mot 
one of the 14 proposed months 
ago by the Citizens Advisory Com- 
mittee，was not well thought out 
and that it would do nothing to 
increase the quality of education. 
He backed up his decision by 
recalling the months of thought 
and energy it took to develop edu- 
cational programs for farm work- 


ers”chijldren，which he did earlier

busing plan was only a week old.

Following the vote，about 50

(OMB) as being in charge of some 
functions formerly held by the 
Office of Education (OE). The 
OMB is the major action arm of 
the White House. As such，it is 
separate from other federal ad- 
ministrative agencies, such as HEW. 
One of OMB:s major functions is 
to push programs out of Washing- 
ton and to promote inter-agency 
relationships with state and local 
governments. 

Perhaps the most familiar name 
connected with the OMB is its 
associate director, Frank Carlucci. 
Carlucci says that it averages SiX 
to _ eight months for a federal 
agency Or program to start hap- 
Pening after the President gives

LOS ANGELES 一 Nobody loves 
a plastic garden，it appears，and 
the days of the controversial 
$74,000 polyethylene forest may 
be numbered. 

Francis Ching，a county botan- 
ist，moving to reclaim his profeE 
sion's _ traditional turf from the 
chemical engineers，has come up 
with a list of real plants 一 the kind 
that soak up rainwater and grow 
in the sunshine 一 hardy enough to 
take over the functions of the un- 
loved plastic garden. 

The Plastic Plants were installed 
on a 1.7-mile median strip by 
county highway engineers，there- 
by setting off “the battle of 
Jefferson Boulevard.” 

The Highway Department said 
there was only a foot of topsoil in 
thbe median strip，which covers an 
underground conduit，and that 
real plants would not grow there. 
So they spent 和 74,000 on Plants 
and shrubs made of Plastic leaves 
and iron pipe stems painted green. 

Ching，director of the county 
arboreta，has now submitted a list 
of shallow-root Plants he says will 
grow iDP the shallow topsoil. 攻 
another six inches of soil can be 
added，he said，even inore Plants 
would be eligible. 

The Board of Supervisors is 
scheduled to discuss whether to 
remove the Plastic garden 一 -root， 
branch and green pipe 一 and re- 
Place it with greenery 位 om Ching's 
list. 

Although Planted only weeks 
ago，the Plastic garden may well 
face an early spring harvest.

MORE ANCIENT SLLKS OUND 


HSIA NAI 


人 Was the first country in 
the World to raise Silkworms 
and Weave fabrics of silk. More 
than 3,000 years ago the people of 
the jlate Shang dynasty were 
already engaged in sericulture. 
They produced multi-colored em- 
broidqeries and beautiful damasks 
in plain Weave with patterns in 
twill weave. Later on，fine silk 
gauzes and polychromes appeared. 


In the 了 Han dynasty (206 B.C.- 
A.D. 220) China's technidques for 
Silk weaving Were further qevelop- 
ed Among'-the 吾 an fabrics were 
white si 六 translucent as ice，sSilk 
gauze light as a cloud and dqamasK 
Whose Dame has become a Syno- 
nym for beauty. The Han poly- 
chromes and embroideries were of 
Such exqdqulisite loveliness that the 
term for them has entered the Chi- 
nese language as an adjective to 
describe the beauty of our mother- 
land. 


The silks of the Han qdqynasty 
eVoked astonishment and desire 
for them in central and Western 
Asia and in 了 Europe. The ruling 
class of the Roman Empire was 
willing to pay fabulous prices for 
Silks from China. According to 
one Roman writer，Chinese silks 
soldq in the city of Rome for their 
weisght in gold. Of China，a thirdqd- 
century 了 Roman monk wrote,“The 
Seres imake precious igured gar- 
Iments with colors like the flowers 
of the fieldq and the fineness of a 
Spiders web.” The Chinese were 
called the Seres 一 the Silk peo- 
ple 一 and jlater the trans-Asian 
trade route became known as the 
Road of the Seres，the Silk Road. 


HE SILKR ROAD started from 

Changan，… capital of the West- 
ern 了 an dynasty (206 了 B.C.-A.D. 
23)，and passed through the Kansu 
corridor and the oases north and 
south of the Tarim Basin in Sin- 
kiang， It crossed the Pamirs，then 
traversed central and western Asia 
Straight to the east coast of the 
Mediterranean. Its 7,000-kilometer 
length was the longest major trade 
route of ancient times. West of 
the Pamirs one route went through 
Eerghana and Samarkand (now 
both in the Uzbek Soviet Socialist 
Republic) to Merv (now in the 
Turkmen Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lic),， Another route went through 
Balkh in Afghanistan to Merv. 
Erom there 让 continued Westward 
through 了 ecatompylos，now Dam- 
sghan in Iran，capital of ancient 
Parthia，and 了 cbatana，now 五 a- 
madan, to Ctesiphon-Selencia, near 
the present Bashdad, on the Tiglis.

Imyra in SyrTia to ports on the east

Of course merchandise other 
than silk was transported along this 
route，Such as rhubarb and cinna- 
mon bark from China，and，going 
eastward，woolen fabrics from cen- 
tral and Western Asia and Roman 
glassware._ But the main cargo 
Was Sijlk. 

The long trade route passed 
through many deserts and ovVer 
SnowW-covered “mountains. The 
caravVans could not have operated 
without the Working people who 
travelled_ continuously to and fro 
with them through burnaing heat 
and freezing cold，through wind 
and Snow And no small contribu- 
tion to the development of trade 
between countries and understand- 
ing and friendship among their 
peoples was made by the people of 
lands along the route. 


In the third century B.C.，Bac- 
tria，with its capital at Balkh，now 
in  Afghanistan， extended its 
boundqary eastward to Seres，the 
country of silk.， The name Seres 
Was already known，SoO possibly 
Silk caravans Were already follow- 
ing the Silk Road route at that 
time，A little over a _ century later 
the famous Chinese explorer Chang 
Chien began a journey to the 
“western regions”， He returned 
after thirteen years，in 123 了 B.C.， 
and reported to Emperor Wu of 
the Han dynasty on _ conditions in 


Tang dynasty. 
the countries of central Asia.Em- 
peror Wu decided to estabjlish rela- 
tions with the lands west of the 
Pamirs and adopted a forward- 
looking policy. After that the Silk 
Road became  a regular route. 
Even Up to modern times 让 has 
been an important trade route 
across the Asian continent. 

By way of this route， the courts 
of the Han and Tang (618-907) dy- 
nasties frequently sent Silks as 
presents to their vassal princes，to 
officials in the border areas and to 
foreign monarchs or ambassadors.

The fact that these silks are found 
at a stopover on the Silk Road 
shows how China's Silk spurred 
prosperity of this trade route and 
its_ importance in the history of 
world culture， It was a thorough- 
fare not only for trans-Asian 
tradqe but for East-West cultural 
eXchange. The new discovVeries 
again Show that the long and deep 
friendqship， _ cultural intercourse 
and mutual satisfaction of needs 
which continue to today between 
the Chinese people and the peoples 
of other countries have existed 
since a Very early date.

The report advises that plans be 
made So that people dislocated 
because of code enforcement can 
be put into safe and decent hous- 
ing and not into other crowded 
facilities.“Certainly in Chinatown 
the need for a new character and 
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image of code enforcement，as 
well as greater community involve- 
ment, are paramount.” 


The proposals are the result of 
the Chinatown 701 Project that 
was commissioned 18 months ago. 


The study also proposed that 
Chinatown housing projects re- 
ceive funding from the business 
tax and the hotel tax, since China- 
town can rightly claim that it is 
responsible for attracting some of 
the tourists and some of the busi- 
ness money。 The hotel tax 
amounts to about 4$4 million an- 
nually and the business tax brings 
in $10 million. 

The underutilization of present 
comrmunity and club recreation 
facilities was .criticized by the 
Cooke/Sedway report， Much of 
the recreation increase projected 
for their ten-year Plan depends 
uponm cooperation and coordina- 
tion of organizations responsible 
for present recreation areas.

RADICAL TEACHERS 

In addition, teachers in the Tele- 
sis School System were Continually 
warned not to teach Chinese- 
American history to the Chinese 
children under the threat of with- 
drawal of funding by the Six 
Companies. 

This reached a boiling point 
when a number of teachers in 
Telesis were informing their stu- 
dents of the role of the Chinese in 
the development :of the United 
States，a portion of history often

HONG KONG Mrs，.，Lois 
Wheeler Snow，widow of the late 
了 Edgar Snow, arrived in Peking for 
a visit at the invitation of the Chi- 
nese People's Association for 
Friendship with Foreign Countries 
March 26. She was accompanied 
by her sister, her son Christopher， 
and Dr. George 再 aterm. 

Premier and Mrs. Chou En-lai 
called on Mrs. Snow on March 27. 
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to state that these were the teach- 
ings of “leftists”in the schools. 

The problem was partially re- 
solved when the“guilty”parties 
were brought before parents and 
children and approved. Teachers 
who sfill dared to teach ethniic 
studies were still walking on shaky 
ground, though. 

Because of this control by the 
Six Companies and an overall lack 
of resources，Iany teachers feel 
that there is little room for in- 
novative curriculum. Many are less 
satisfied than they were in the 
public school system. 

FRICTION WITHIN 

Another recurrent Problem is 
the friction among the three sepa- 
rate School systems in the areas of 
funding and philosophy. 

The initial reason for setting up 
alternative commumnity schools was 
“to generate enthusiasm and to 
show a need for quality -educa- 
tion.”“Chinatown should wake 
up and show that it has a need for 
a Private school,”a Telesis spokes- 
Ian Said. 

Bnut the Telesis spokesman went 
ofm to say,“Dr. Dennis Wong (of 
the Nob Hill Community School) 
is'not interested so much in qual- 
ity education，but in winning the 
battle [against busing]! Telesis 
wants quality.” 

AtaJanuary meeting，Wing Sing 
Wong, a representative of the Nob 
Hal Community School，continu- 
ally emphasized the fact that 让 
parents were against busing，they 
should never give in and send their 
children to pubjlic school, and that 
“Nob Hill will continue to run on 
the Same basis as it is now and 
everyone will be welcomed at Nob 
Hill.” 

An instructor at Telesis main- 
tained that“Wing Sing has never 
spoken of quality education or of 
the _ curriculum taught at his 
school.”

Superintendent Thoras Shahbheen 
was physically chased from China- 
town by a mob of angry Chinese 
parents，members of the commu- 
nity blamed the altercation on 
Wong and a number of his: fol- 
lowers. 

After the incident，one Parent 
remarked，“We should have al- 
lowed him to speak，no matter 
what his record.”
